Airplan e 
cracku ps, shootin g s an d miscel­ 
lan eou s acciden ts accou n ted for 
the rest. Sev eral of those shot 
were hu n ters. 
Most spectacu lar au tomobile 
fatality was the death of v eteran 
driv er Floy d Roberts in a three- 
car pileu p du rin g the In dian ­ 
apolis 500-mile speed derby . Rob­ 
erts won the 1938 race.

THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA 
(Refer to Maps No s. 25, 26 , 27, 36 
and 37 in y o u r Histo rical Atlas) 
The Rev o lu tio nary War start­ 
ed in 1776 and fig hting ended 
with the su rrender o f the last 
British army at Yo rkto wn — six 
y ears later. In 1783 a treaty be­ 
tween the co lo nies and the Eng ­ 
lish cro wn reco g nized the abso ­ 
lu te independence o f the United 
States — and Eng land had no th­ 
ing left o n the m ainland o f 
No rth America ex cept Canada. 
This was o ne hu ndred and six ty - 
three y ears after thé Pilg rims 
landed at Ply mo u th — and Eng ­ 
lishmen had no w created their

By this treaty the little fring e 
o f American co lo nies — no w the 
thirteen states o f the new Unio n 
— inherited all o f the o ld French 
territo ries as far west as the 
Mississippi Riv er. The land to 
the west o f th at riv er, ex tending 
to the Pacific co ast and as far 
no rth as Canada, still belo ng ed 
to Spain — altho u g h the Span­ 
iards had no t ev en ex plo red mo st 
o f this v ast empire and had o nly 
settled in a few spo ts in the 
so u thwest and in Califo rnia. 
Since by no w the military po w- 


er o f Spain had beco me v ery 
weak, the Americans were co n­ 
tent to hav e her o wn this dis­ 
tan t and pro bably u seless terri­ 
to ry . Bu t when Spain ceded the

F ran ce-^ in 1800 — America was 
badly frig htened. France was the 
mo st ag g ressiv e natio n in Eu ­ 
ro pe, and the Americans had no t 
fo rg o tten the French habit o f 
bribing the Indians to raid the 
fro ntiers. Fo r this reaso n the 
American president, Tho mas Jef­ 
ferso n, pu rchased the Lo u isiana 
Territo ry fro m France fo r fifteen 
millio n do llars — and was g reat­ 
ly criticized fo r his ex trav ag ance. 
In v iew o f the fact th a t this 
pu rchase inclu ded the im po rtant 
cijty o f New Orleans and mo re 
than o ne millio n squ are miles o f 
territo ry , th at price no w seems 
reaso nable eno u g h. 
Fro m no w o n the westward 
m arch o f the United States was 
amazing ly swift. It requ ired o ne 
hu ndred and twelv e y ears to 
co lo nize the Atlantic seaco ast — 
and within six ty -fiv e y ears after 
Eng land reco g nized the inde­ 
pendence o f the United States, 
this natio n held title to all o f its 
present territo ry with the so le 
ex ceptio n o f Alaska and its fo r­ 
eig n po ssessio ns.

Cooperstown, N. Y.—In 1875 
there ocurred a rather import­ 
ant, and almost-forgotten, event. 
The first instruction book for 
umpires appeared. 
The little volume, De W itt’s 
“Base Ball Umpire’s Guide,” was 
written by Henry Chadwick, who, 
according to the preface, was in 
1875 “the author of all the books 
on the game in print.” 
Chadwick was the grand old 
man of baseball, editor of the 
Baseball Guide for y ears, the 
first of the expert baseball re­ 
porters. Although he had been 
born in England, and had been 
originally a cricket reporter, he 
was an early convert to baseball. 
His umpire*» guide of 1875 in­ 
cluded these causes for suspend­ 
ing play in a game: 
“A severe injury to a play er. 
“Any outside interference with 
the progess of the game which 
renders it impossible for it fairly 
to be continued to a close. 
“The loss of the ball play ed 
with, 
“The illness of the Umpire.” 
And those passages of inform­ 
ation for arbiters: 
“The umpire must remember 
th at the ball actually play ed 
with is the only trophy of vic­ 
tory , and th$ only ball th at can 
be claimed as such. 
“The customary fee is, for pro­ 
fessional Umpires, five dollars 
from each club, with traveling 
expenses. Of course, amateurs 
decline any such fee, or they 
cease to;be amateurs.” 
Umpires were used in rather 
irregular 
fashion 
until 
1879, 
when the National league began 
appointing regular staffs of um­ 
pires to handle games. Baseball 
was becoming “big time.” Strong, 
resolute men were required to 
administer the rules. Baseball, 
hen as now, had its quota of 
strong-willed play ers and excita­ 
ble fans. 
Before long a rule was passed 
that “The umpire is the m aster 
of the field and any body offering 
lim insult or indignity shall be 
cleared from the field.” 


The First Penna nt 
Probably the first atfard of a 
pennant to a team winning a 
eague championship was made 
by the National Association of 
Base Ball Play ers, the group of 
professional clubs th at existed 
from 1871 to 1875 and was the 
forerunner of today ’s National 
eague, which operated its first 
season in 1876. 
“This in 1872 was a National 
Association rule. 
“A 
championship 
streamer 
shall be purchased by the cham­ 
pionship committee... and they 
shall present the sam e... to the 
club entitled to receive it.” 
A Pro fessio n 
“Speed up the game!” was the 
key note in the last y ears of the 
19th century . 
From a leisurely “gentlemen’s 
pastime” baseball had become a 
highly -specialized profession. 
The rules committee cut down 
the number of “called” balls to 
eight, whereafter the batter took 


a wa lk. The number of balls wa s 
continually reduced until the 
four-ball walk was adopted, once 
and for all. 
For the nrst time the catcher 
was required to hold the ball on 
the third strike to put out the 
batter. 
Otherwise, 
the batter 
could try to beat the ball to first 
base. 
Home plate became a white 
rubber platter in place of the old 
iron marker. 
Chest protectors were invent­ 
ed. Umpires put them on in a 
hurry . 
Double-headers were bom in 
1886. Philadelphia of the Nation­ 
al league play ed the first double- 
her/der against Detroit th at Oc­ 
tober. 
The batter’s right to call for a 
high or low ball was outlawed. 
A 
batter was given first base upon 
being struck by a ball. , 
Catchers had abandoned their 
gloves for large, deep-pocketed 
mitts as the eentury turned.
